Two years ago, by the command of the Khedive of 
Egypt, extensive excavations, under the direction 
of Betz Bey, an English engineer, were undertaken 
among the Tombs, near Thebes. Among those 
unearthed was one which, from the character of 
its sculptures and decoration, must have been the 
burial place of some very noted person. In it was 
a single, alabaster coffin, which, from the inscrip¬ 
tion on it, was found to contain the mummy of 
Phatr-Bedos, a celebrated poet of the time of Ram¬ 
eses the Great, (B. C. 2400.) On opening the 
coffin, beside the mummy of the poet and some 
valuable jewelry, a number of Papyrus manu¬ 
scripts of his works, in an excellent state of pre¬ 
servation, were discovered. On translation, one 
of these manuscripts was found to be a fairy story, 
which had been written for the amusement of 
Rameses when a boy. The picture represents the 
poet reciting the poem to the young Prince..
